Curtis Given His Liberty. 


New York. Nov. 7.—From a cell In 
ihe Tombs prison Charles W. Morse 
now directs the efforts of his counsel 
lo secure his freedom, he having been 
lentenced to serve fifteen years in 
the federal priaon at Atlanta, Ga., for 
misapplication of the funds of the 
National Bank of North America and 
making false entries in the books of 
the bank. 
Alfred H. Curtis, former 
president of the defunct bank, who 
* as Jointly tried and convicted with 
Morse, was given his liberty on a sus­ 
pended sentence. 
While Morse’s lawyers immediately 
applied and secured a stay of execu­ 
tion for ten days after sentence had 
been imposed, still it is probable that 
Morse *ill remain a prisoner in the 
Tombs until Monday, as Judge Hough 
has refused to admit the financier to 
bail. 
The Morse lawyers applied to

the Unit«*! States circuit court of ap­ 
peals for a writ to show cause why 
th* ir client should not be admitted to 
bail, and the writ was granted, but 
it is not returnable until Monday: 
hence it appears that Morse must re­ 
main a prisoner umil the question of 
bail is settled on that day. 
W hether a new trial will V granted 
Morse 
is 
problematical 
Judge 
La- 
combe granted a w rit of error to the 
Morse lawyers. 
This writ is return­ 
able Dec. 3 and is based on the usual 
grounds—exceptions taken by the de­ 
fense during the trial and exceptions 
to the indictment itself. 
This step 
had to be taken before application for 
bail could be made, and it also leads 
to the argument for a new trial. 
The 
Morse lawyers say their client has in­ 
structed them to fight “to the last 
ditch.” 
“He might as weM give me life as 
fifteen years.” 
flittei lv and cynically, Charles W. 
Morse thus commented on the sen­ 
tence that Judge Hough in the United 
States criminal 
court 
had just im­ 
posed on him for violation of the fed­ 
eral banking laws. 
“Why, I’m fifty-two years old now.” 
Im added, as for a second his sneer 
gave place to a look of sorrow and his 
voice was tinged with sadness. Equal­ 
ly the bitterness he felt reasserted it- 
felf and he went on: 
“ I'm a sacrifice by political interests 
to the public clamor for a victim from 
the ranks of the so-called ‘predatory 
rit h.’ ”

COMPLETE CHANGE

toward the impracticable schemes of 
territorial compensation. 
“The crown prince of Servía returns 
from Russia as the harbinger of peace 
and doubtless in the future will ab­ 
stain from bellicose utterances, the 
Russian government having shown a 
determination not to aid or counte­ 
nance any efforts on the part of Ser­ 
via or Montenegro to set aside what 
has been accomplished or to obtain 
territorial compensation by force of 
arms.”

The Old Wage Scale for Chauffeurs 
W ill Be Continued. 
Now York, Nov. 7.—Settlement of 
the taxicab strike, which has been In 
progress for several weeks in this 
city, was announced by President H. 
N. Allen of (ho New York Taxicab 
company. 
The decision to terminate 
the strike was arrived at, President 
Allen’s signed statem ent says, at a 
conference between the directors of 
his company and a committee repre­ 
senting the chauffeurs employed by 
the company before the declaration of 
the strike. 
The old wage scale is continued, it 
is'stated- chauffeurs now in the em­ 
ploy of the company will be retained 
and old chauffeurs will be reinstated 
as soon as they can be furnished with 
cars, “after they have made individual 
application for employment.” 
The strike in its early stages was 
attended w ith disorders which in some 
cases reached a serious stage, result­ 
ing in the destruction of considerable 
property and the loss of several lives.

PERISH IN FIRE 


Terrible Tragedy Occurs in a 


Manitoba Farmhouse. 


Mother and Six Children 
Cremated 


and tha Father So Badly Burned 


That 
He W ill 
Die— Young School 


Teacher Who Was Stopping W ith 


the Fam ily Over Night Is the Other 


Victim of the Fire. 


Swan 
Lake, 
Man., 
Nov. 
7.—The 
home of E. W. Carey, a farmer living 
a few miles south of here, was de­ 
stroyed by fire and Mrs. Carey, six 
children and a Miss Gillespie, a young 
school teacher who was staying over 
night with the family, perished in the 
flameR. 
Mr. Carey was so badly in­ 
jured that he cannot recover. 
The 
fire was caused by Carey lighting the 
kitchen fire with coal oil. 
The other 
occupants of the 
house, who 
were 
asleep, w-ere suffocated In their beds. 
Particulars of the tragedy are mea­ 
ger. 
Carey and his eldest son, Her 
bert, got up early in the morning. 
The boy went out to attend to the 
**toek and returned to find the house 
in a blaz*\ . 
The father remained 
inside to light the fires and the boy 
succeeded in pulling out his body, find 
ing him unconscious but still alive. 
There was no opportunity of reaching 
the upper part of the house and the 
unfortunate 
victims 
were evidently 
cremated in their beds. 
When the 
charred remains were taken from the 
ruins later in 
the 
day 
they 
were 
burned beyond recognition. 
On account of 
the 
rapidity with 
which the flames spread it is believed 
gasoline or some other inflammable 
and explosive substance must have 
been used in lighting the fire. 
Of the children who lost their lives 
five were girls and 
one a boy, all 
young. 


COSTA RICAN A HERO. 


Rescues Many Students Im perilled by 
Flames. 
Washington, Nov. 7.—Thrilling es­ 
capes and heroic rescue work by a 
Costa Rican student, Rubena Herrera, 
marked a fire which burned to the 
ground the Bliss electrical school in 
North Takoma, a suburb north of the 
city, with a loss of $130.00, partially 
Insured. 
More than 160 students in 
the dormitories were awakened 
to 
fiud the buildings In dames and es­ 
caped in their night clothes, many 
Jumping from second story windows, 
while others who w-ere cut off by 
smoke and fire in the corridors slid 
down ropes to safety. That there was 
no fatality was miraculous. 
H errera distinguished himself for 
bravery by rushing through (he burn­ 
ing building and arousing his felow 
students, rescuing among others his 
roommate, Evan Mickle of Reading, 
Mich. 
Both young men, beaten back 
by the flames and smoke, made a 
spectacular descent down fire ropes 
that dangled from the cupola six sto­ 
ries from the ground. 
Many students lost all their effects. 
Professor S. T. Cole, one of the in­ 
structors, was badly burned.

Street Just what Brainerd Needs 


Ju s t now when Brainerd is sta rtin g 
in upon the m a tte r of building good 
stre e ts and is casting around to find 
w hat in the way of a substantial stre e t 
I can be m ade for the least money, it 
may be interesting to know w h at M an­ 
kato is doing in 
this line. 
The cost 
there for this s tre e t is given at practi­ 
c a lly $40 for a fifty foot front. 
But from reports th a t city seems to 
have solved the problem of a cheap 
stre e t and a good street, one th a t can 
be usedon steep grades as well as on a 
level surface. 
First the drivew ay was narrow ed to 
thirty feet, curbed, g u tte re d and boule- 
varded. 
Then it was excavated to the 
depth of six inches and surfaced. 
Five 
inches of dry crushed stone one and one 
half inches in diam eter was p u t on and 
rolled down with a ten ton roller. 
Boiling ta r was then applied from 
the gas works until the whole surface 
w as covered. 
Then, says th e Cem ent 
Age, a layer of broken stone an inch to 
an inch and a q u a rte r in diam eter 
mixed w ith course gravel w as applied 
on the surface in proportion of three 
p a rts of stone to one of gravel. 
This 
was first mixed on a dry platform and 
and then thoroughly 
mixed with hot 
ta r and applied on the surface two in­ 
ches thick, then tam ped into place to 
conform w ith the surface of the street. 
Dry domestic cem ent w as then ap­ 
plied to the surface and the street was 
again rolled. 
Then a coating cf sand 
was applied and the steam rollgr again 
used. 
The pavem ent w as allowred to 
stand two w eeks before it was throw n 
open to travel. 
The cost was 80 cents a lineal foot 
to the property owners on each side of 
the street, or rather, would have been 
had the entire cost 
been assessed 
against them . 
The s tre e t has a p rac­ 
tically w ater-proof pavem ent six inches 
thick and it is impossible for the ele­ 
m ents to a tta c k the surface. The pave­ 
m ent has now stood tw o 
w inters and 
shows not the slightest w ear. 
It gives 
off no d u st in the sum m er although it 
is not sprinkled.

SENTENCED TO FIFTEEN YEARS 


Famous Financier May Be Forced to 


8erve Long Term in Federal Prison 


at Atlanta, Ga., for Misapplication 


of Funds of the National Bank of 


North 
America— Former President 


Curtis Given His Liberty. 


New York, Nov. 7.—From a cell In 
the Tombs prison Charles W. Morse 
now directs the efforts of his counsel 
to secure his freedom, he having been 
sentenced to serve fifteen years In 
the fed en* I prison at Atlanta, Ga., for 
misapplication of the funds of the 
National Bank of North America and 
making false entries in the books of 
the bank. 
Alfred H. Curtis, former 
president of the defunct bank, who 
aas Jointly tried and convicted with 
Morse, was given his liberty on a sus­ 
pended sentence. 
While Morse’s lawyers immediately 
applied and secured a stay of execu­ 
tion for ten days after sentence had 
been imposed, still it is probable that 
Morse will remain a prisoner in the 
Tombs until Monday, as Judge Hough 
bas refused to admit the financier to 
ball. 
Tbs Morse lawyers applied to 


C. W. MORSS. 
the United States cfrcuit court of ap­ 
peals for a writ to show cause why 
their client should not be admitted to 
bail, and the writ was granted, but 
it is not returnable until Monday: 
hence it appears that Morse must re­ 
main a prisoner until the question of 
bail is settled on that day. 
Whether a new trial will be granted 
Morse is problematical. Judge La­ 
combe granted a writ of error to the 
Morse lawyers. 
This writ is return­ 
able Dec. 3 and is based on the usual 
grounds—exceptions taken by the de­ 
fense during the trial and exceptions 
to the indictment itself. 
This step 
had to be taken before application for 
bail could be made, and it also leads 
to the argument for a new trial. The 
Morse lawyers say their client has in­ 
structed them to fight “to the last 
ditch.” 
“He might as well give me life as 
fifteen years.” 
Bitterly and cynically, Charles W. 
Morse thus commented on the sen­ 
tence that Judge Hough in the United 
States criminal 
court had just im­ 
posed on him for violation of the fed­ 
eral banking laws. 
“Why, I’m fifty-two years old now,” 
he added, as for a second his sneer 
gave place to a look of sorrow and his 
voice was tinged with sadness. Equal­ 
ly the bitterness he felt reasserted it­ 
self and he went on: 
“I’m a sacrifice by political Interests 
to the public clamor for a victim from 
the ranks of the so-called ‘predatory 
rich.’ ”

ONLY ONE OF THE FAMILY LEFT 


Mother and Six Children Cremated 


and th# Father So Badly Burned 


That He W ill Die— Young School 


Teacher Who Was Stopping With 


the Family Over Night la the Other 


Victim of the Fire. 


Swan 
Lake, 
Man., Nov. 7.—The 
home of E. W. Carey, a farmer living 
a few miles south of here, was de­ 
stroyed by fire and Mrs. Carey, six 
children and a Miss Gillespie, a young 
school teacher who was staying over 
night with the family, perished in the 
flames. 
Mr. Carey was so badly In­ 
jured that he cannot recover. 
The 
fire was caused by Carey lighting the 
kitchen fire with coal oil. The other 
occupants of the house, who were 
asleep, were suffocated In their beds. 
Particulars of the tragedy arc mea­ 
ger. 
Carey and his eldest son, Her­ 
bert, got up early In the morning. 
The boy went out to attend to the 
stock and returned to find the house 
In a blaze. . 
The father remained 
Inside to light the fires and the boy 
succeeded In pulling out his body, find­ 
ing him unconscious but still alive. 
There was no opportunity of reaching 
the upper part of the house and the 
unfortunate victims were evidently 
cremated in their beds. 
When the 
charred remains were taken from the 
ruins later In the day they were 
burned beyond recognition. 
On account of the 
rapidity with 
which the flames spread it is believed 
gasoline or some other inflammable 
and explosive substance must have 
been used in lighting the fire. 
Of the children who lost their lives 
five were girls and one a boy, all 
young. 


COSTA RICAN A HERO. 


Rescues Many Students Imperilled by 
Flames. 
Washington, Nov. 7.—Thrilling es­ 
capes and heroic rescue work by a 
Costa Rican student, Rubena Herrera, 
marked a fire which burned to the 
ground the Bliss electrical school in 
North Takoma, a suburb north of the 
city, with a loss of $130,00, partially 
insured. 
More than 150 students in 
the dormitories were awakened to 
Aud the buildings in flames and es­ 
caped in their night clothes, many 
jumping from second story windows, 
while others who were cut ofT by 
smoke and fire In the corridors slid 
dow*n ropes to safety. That there was 
no fatality was miraculous. 
Herrera distinguished himself for 
bravery by rushing through the burn­ 
ing building and arousing his felow 
students, rescuing among others his 
roommate, Evan Mickle of Reading, 
Mich. 
Both young men, beaten back 
by the flames and smoke, made a 
spectacular descent down fire ropes 
that dangled from the cupola six sto­ 
ries from the ground. 
Many students lost all their effects. 
Professor S. T. Cole, one of the in­ 
structors, was badly burned.
